{except the Iron Pieces, which being vile and of heavy 
Carriage, could occaſion no great ] raffick, which they 
thought was unnecefiary or rather inconſiſtent with a 
Tranquille Life ) and the Lacedemonians lived in com» 
mon : had a common Hall, where every one, even 
their Magi met ata certain hour for their repaits. 
This is as much as is here needful ro be known of the 
Lacedemoni.ini. Ra: 
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Bur, in the firſt , it is nor ro be doubred, bur 
Chriſtian Adeprs would have Soveraign Magiſtrates live 
howſoever they like beſt. Chriſtianiry in{pires a Reveren- 
rial awe for our Soveraigns', and declares the Arfointed 
of the Lord tobe Sacred, and charges Subjccts ro ſubmit 
themſclves to them, not only for wrath, but for Confci- 
ence-ſake, 

As for inferiour Subjedts, it is thought Ad*prs are of 0- 
pinion they might well live all in common, with relatien 
ro the of the goods of the Earth and inferior 
Offices, if Souverai leaſed fo ro order it.

and Back-buildings ; There may be alſo, if you will, 
twelve Poomps ; One in every Streer, which isfour; and 
four at the back fidevf the Magazines and Barns, where 
ſhall be the general Yard for the Cacrel ; and four for rhe 
aſe of the Common Hall, rwo for thc Men, and rwo for 
the Women. And, befides the particular Houſes of Office 
in each Yard, there might be tour Publick ones, rwo 
for each Sex, Burt thele things, and the like, need nor 
to be Parriculatired, : 

This then makes one Pariſh, And we adjoyr fort 
near one another, to make a kind of Town, or Corpora- 
tion, for the help and Service of one another. In thole 
four Pariſhes we may ſuppoſe there is a ſuſhiciem ramber 
of Carpenters, Mrſmns; Smiths, Plow-righer, Weauors, Tay» 
lor1, and the other like Trades abſolorely neceffary ro 
Society, fo that our lirtle Town 1x like a Kingdom or a 
lictle World, which may ſub of i ſelf, and need nor 
know wha: there is beyond its limits.
